When Nazi meets Nazi there's rioting 
and bloodshed. 

Though Hitler has signed an agreement 
with Mussolini to keep his hands off Aus- 
tria for the time being, Monday saw a delib- 
erately provoked Nazi demonstration ar- 
ranged to meet the Berlin Foréign Minister, 
Baron Constantin von Neurath, on his ar- 
rival in Vienna. 

However, all agreemets are scraps of 
paper—even among Fascists—when either 
Hitler or Mussolini go after their objectives. 

Adolph Hitler, himself an Austrian, 
wants all of Austria tacked on to Fascist 
Germany, though the Austrian people insist 
on retaining their national independence. 
Italian Fascism, allied with the Austrian 
Chancellor Kurt von Schuschnigg, also has 
a big stake in Austria. Austria, therefore, 
has been and remains the bone of contention 
between the two fascist powers. 

Mussolini has threatened Hitler that if 
the Nazi efforts to take over Austria con- 
tinue, the Italian Fascists will favor and 
assist in a Hapsburg monarchical restora- 
tion. Hitler’s answer to that was the Mon- 
day rioting of the Nazis, which has since 
proved a boomerang to von Neurath’s ef- 
forts to come to an understanding with 
Chancellor von Schuschnigg. 

But wherever fascism begins its plotting, 
the danger of civil war and world war follows 
as a matter of course.
